Modern living lias become compli¬ 
cated. So lias farming and the whole 
scheme of distribution of farm pro¬ 
ducts. The order of things has 
changed. / 

There was a time when the farm¬ 
er milked his cow and either took a 
pall around to a few- of Ids neighb¬ 
ours or waited till they came to the 
farm. Things were simple then, and 
life was not ( (duplicated. In time the 
fainter found it necessary to hitch 
his horse and make more extended 
dol|\cries. Or Ids wife made butter, 
took it to the store to bo exchanged 
for groceries, or offered it for sale 
or exchange to her neighbors. 

Gradually the towns and cities 
grew and Canada started to become 
an industrial country. Delivery dist¬ 
ances incKxtsed. customers Increased 
and becalm lio longer neighbors but 
exacting strangers who wanted all 
sorts of service. Delivery became a 
problem. The business got beyond 
the capacity of an individual farmer, 
and his wife decided she just couldn’t 
run a factory and a home. 

Many a farmer decided his best 
bet was to stick to the business of 
luoducing good milk, let other people 
worry about manufacturing and dist¬ 
ributing his product. He found it 
paid him to do this just as it paid

Sales of Dairy products 
are huge In Canada because they are 
made convenient for customers to 
purchase andbecaiise quality and 
highly efficient service has been 
provided. That could not have been 
done by lun.uim individual farmers, 
each peddling or attempting to pro¬ 
cess his own milk. It was done by 
co operation. 

Although it is too soon yet to 
gauge the effect, It is nevertheless 
well known that many products un- 
•hoard of a few years ago are now 
being made from milk. They are the 
reflu’t of intensive research, a costly 
matter which again depends upon 
co-operation. How these new discov¬ 
eries are used, whether they result 
in greater demands for milk, depends 


less the machinery of distribution 
was efficient and widespread. 

The farmer and the cows he milks 
arc the backbone of this great Can¬ 
adian Industry— hilt distribution, 
manufacturing and promotion are all 
a necessary part of the Industry to 
day. They are a part which modern 
living demands, a service which Is 
a great industry today because of co¬ 
operation, and all who are In it play 
a necessary part.

that recent price de¬ 
clines have demonstrated that West 
ern far mars cannot rely on East* 
feeders and Canadian maltsters for 
o continuous demand and price for 
oats and barley, Cecil Lnmont. Pres¬ 
ident of the Northwest Line Elevat¬ 
ors Association today wired Ut. Hon. 
W.L. MncKenzie King. Prime Minist¬ 
er. urging removal of embargoes a- 
galnst export or opts and barley. 

In the wire the Line Elevator Com 
panics state that Western farmers 
should not be forced to subsidize 
beer prices any longer and charges 
that the Canadian Federation of Ag¬ 
riculture is dominated by Eastern 
Interests who are using the Federa¬ 
tion to gain price advantages for 
Eastern farmers to the detriment of 
Western farmers. 

The wire sent to the Prime Min¬ 
ister reads: 

"In view of iti« OrantL declines 

in prices of oats and t)artsy fh Can¬ 
ada the Line Elevator Companies 
urge that export embargoes on these 
grains he removed immediately to 
permit farmers to secure the full 
market value of their oats and bar¬ 
ley in either export or domestic 
markets. 

"It has been amply demonstrated 
recently that Western grains cannot 
rely exclusively on the Eastern dom¬ 
estic market for continuous demand 
and price and the Canadian maltsters 
market is not large enough to take 
care of all malting barley available. 

"The export embargo oil shipment 
of oats and barley to the Fnited Stut 
es has respited in Canadian barley 
being sold nu the Canudian market 
for Ihiity three cents per bushel less 
than feed barley Is worth and thirty 
three cents per bushel less than 
oats are worth ill Minneapolis. Inso¬ 
far ns World Markets are concerned 
Australia, tills week, sold barley for 
export at $2.fi3 per bushel compared 
with our domestic price of $1.20 for 
top grades of malting barley. 

"Huyem of certain types of malt¬ 
ing barley have reduced the prem¬ 
iums they are paying on malting 
barley by eighteen cents per bushel 
and it is not possible to dispose of 
all malting grades of barley being 
offered. 

If the Fnited States market was 
available. Western farmers could 
take advantage of the malting bar¬ 
ley prices no wavailable there of 
$2.35 to $2.50 per bushel. Western 
farmers should not b<‘ forced to sub¬ 
sidize beer prices any longer. 

"We submit that it is unfair to the 
Western coarse grain grower to be 
forced to provide feed grains to East¬ 
ern feeders and tallymen at less 
than the grains are worth. 

"There is great unrest amongst 
Western farmers over agricultural 
price policies.adopted as a result of 
the pressure of tile Canadian Feder¬ 
ation of Agriculture and the Wheat

Fools on the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. Along with! pnauy farmers we 
feel that the Federation of Agricult¬ 
ure is dominated by Eastern groups 
who are using tbo Federation to gain 
price advantages for Eastern feed¬ 
ers. rather than exercising their in¬ 
fluence on behalf of Western grain 
growers. For this reason we do not 
feel that the Federation represents 
the thoughts of he Western Farmers. 
Its policies are contrary to their in¬ 
terests. 

"We urge the immediate removal 
of embargoes on shipment of oats 
and barley to the Fnited States and 
other countries in order that Canad¬ 
ian farmers may regain their mark¬ 
ets for these giains. ’* 


try and make them at home. He tie- 
elded that profitable farming w; 
full time business. 

Yet he still hail to get hi.4 milk, 
in the form of butter, fluid milk, 
cheese and evaporated and other 
concentrated milk pioducts and ice 
cream into the hands of customers. 
They were still the final link in Die 
chain, no matter if next door or a 
thousand miles away. So the Canad¬ 
ian Dairy Industry entered the pict¬ 
ure. 

The production of milk, although 
fundamental to the entire industry, 
is just one part of the dairy busin¬ 
ess. Milk is largely an economic loss 
to the farmer if kept oil the farm. 
It must bo manufactured, packaged 
and distributed and made attractive 
to customers. As a perishable prod¬ 
uct it must be put into the hands of 
customers when they want It. 

The Dairy Industry— producer, 

manufacturer and distributor—are all 
vital links In tlio chain. The farmer 

comes first as the primary producer 
hut the cithers all have a part to 
play in getting his product to the 
consumer. They are a necessity, just 
as are the* machine manufacturers, 
iho telephone company and all the 
other services which farmers con¬ 
sider as necessary to modern living. 
They do a job which he cannot, or 
has not the time to do for himself. 

The Dairy Industry farmer right 
through to customer—is as fine ail 
example of co-operation as will be* 
found in Canada today. Each Individ* 
who enters the picture does a nec¬ 
essary job, each process through 
whic h milk must proceed is demand¬ 
ed by modern standards or living 
conditions. 

Nobody makes a lot of money out 
of milk today, hut a lot of people 
are making a reasonable living from 
it. Recent Government surveys have 
proven that the margin of profit all 
along the line is surprisingly small, 
that only volume production and eff¬ 
icient handling and processing make 
it possible for the Industry to carry 
on. 

Everyone connected with the Dairy 


ation of the whole Dairy Industry. 
Science and new uses for dairy prod¬ 
ucts may well change the whole out¬ 
look of the Industry within a very 
lew years. % 

Demand for a product should lie 
a prime consideration in price. The 
continued demand for milk and dairy 
products will allow farmers to in¬ 
creases production and will make it 
possih’e for them to expand their 
part of the operation. Wide spread 
distribution has enabled the* farmer 
to sc»ll Ids milk In distant places.

Gandhi’s grave may be difficult to 
locate but the people of India will 
continue to mourn at tho shrines in 
honor of his memory. Gandhi was 
an amazing man, one of tlie strang¬ 
est, one of the greatest of earth. 

We move now from things sacred 
to things secular. I see that the 
people in the fair city of Vancouver 
are lifting their eyebrows because 
tho H R. MacMillan Export Co., Ltd. 
in 1917 made a profit of $7,128,294. 
It is quite a bit of money. The Daily 
Province worked out t lie problem for 
the benefit of the anxious ones. 
Twenty four cents per share went 
lor dividends, ninety cents was plow¬ 
ed buck into the business. $2.57 per 
share was paid in taxes and $2.90 per 
share in wages. After all that is a 
typical case, most great businesses 
are built up by ploughing back of 
profits, be expanding equipment, 
which means, more employment, 
more taxes, more prosperity for the 
country as a whole. 

I like to get bac kto the root of 
things. I understand that this is 
largely an export business. In so far 
as it is the profits do not come out 
of the people of British Columbia nor 
out of the people of Canudu. The im¬ 
porter pays the profits and the wag¬ 
es also. It will be good for British 
Columbia and for Canada if, as 1 
understand, the profits are to be us¬ 
ed for further extension of business.

It has been estimated by Domin¬ 
ion Government authorities that 
when the new bonus has been dist¬ 
ributed, Canadian flaxgrowern will 
have received an additional six mill¬ 
ion dollars for this much needed 
commodity. An nnalyaia of cash re¬ 
turns per acre places flax In lop pan- 
Itlonas far as cereals are concerned. 
A return of $55.00 per acre Is indic¬ 
ated for this crop representing a 
cash Income substantially higher 
than any other grain on an acre 
basis. 

Flax continues to offer promising 
possibilities as a money crop. T.J. 
Harrison. National Harley and Lln- 
seed Flat Committee, points out 
that Canadian flax w«s in urgent de¬ 
mand in the past season both for 
domestic use and export. Canada's 
large flax crop enabled Canadian 
processing plgnts fo meet an expand 
ed demand for flax by-products and 
Canadian linseed oil was exchanged 
for other flinch needed products in 
the export market.

WEEKLY LETTER 

WHAT ARE THE CHANCES. 

What are tin* chances of getting a 
good crop of wheat on stubble thin 
coming season? While It Is not poss¬ 
ible accurately to predict yields of 
grain before the seed has been 
sown, a study of soil moisture con¬ 
ditions in the spring should give 
some Indication of what might he ex¬ 
pected at harvest time. 

For many years determination of 
the depth to which soil is moist at 
seeding time have .been made at 
widely scattered stations in the dry 
land fanning areas of Canada and 
the Fulled Slates. It has been found 
that there is a definite relationship 
between spring soil moisture and the 
yield of grain at harvest regardless of 
what the rainfall might be during 
the growing season. More specific¬ 
ally It has been found that if the 
soil is moist in the spring to a depth 
of two feet or more the chances of 
harvesting a crop of economic pro¬ 
portions are very good. On the other 
hand if moisture is found to a depth 
of only one foot or less the chances 
of obtaining a paying crop are very 
low. for the crop will have to rely 
almost entirely upon seasonal precip¬ 
itation to survive and flourish. If the 
soil is moist to a depth of more 
than three feet in the spring the 
chances of obtaining a better than 
average crop are excellent. 

At the Lethbridge Experimental! 
Station a study of spring moisture 
conditions on tin* fallow of an alter¬ 
nating wheat-fallow rotation reveals 
that most of the time fhe wheat Is 
sown in soli that is moist to a depth 
of four feet or more. In this rotation 
the yield of wheat has been over 20 
bushels per acre for three quarters 
of the time, and in only four of the 
past 36 years has the yield been less 
than 1bushels per acre. 

In a wheat-wheat fallow rotation 
at Lethbridge investigations on the 
stubble* flint was to be seeded in the 
spring show that In two out of ten 
years the soil was moist lo a depth 
of less than two feet. Twice in the 
same period the soil was moist to a 
depth of four or more feet. Yields of 
wheat on stubble in this rotation 
have averaged 15.1 bushels over a 
twenty-four year period uml during 

thut xam<> time ylnltlt* Rn-Ht«r than 

10 bushels per acre were obtained 
on 17 occasions. The conclusion is 
that quite* often it is advantageous 
to seed wheat on stubble. 

To find the depth of moisture in 
the soil, all that is nodded is a post 
hole digger or auger, or a shovel. 
At various representative locations 
on high, intermediate and low’ ground 
dig down until dry soil is reached. 
This usually is the* point at wldvh 
digging becomes more difficult. Mark 
ing tlu* handle of ihc digging tool at 
intervals of one foot from the point 
will aid in measuring. 

Soil moisture determinations made 
in the fall of 1917 at Lethbridge in¬ 
dicate that there should be enough 
moisture in the soil this spring to 
warrant seeding some stubble fields 
Do a little inestigating this spring. 
Seeding stubble* reduces tin* acreage 
in fallow, thereby reducing the soil 
drifting hazard.

Gallery commissioned u number of 
well known Canadian artists to tie- 
sign pictures for the silk-screen pro¬ 
cess which would serve ns decorat¬ 
ion for military canteens and service 
quarters. The manner in which Can- 
ndaln artists rose to the occasion 
can be testified to by many ex-ser¬ 
vicemen both In Canada and In 
Britain where supplies were also 
made available to the British Army 
and the ll.A.F. Since then the prints 
have proved an excellent adjunct 
to the study of Canadian art In our 
schools and have also been made av¬ 
ailable to the public. Now they prom 
ise. through their use by Canadian 
business firms as decoratons for off¬ 
ices and public rooms, to reach an 
even wider field. 

"The recent decision of the Hank 
oKMnutreal to purchase quantities of 
these large silk-screen prints from dls 
play in its branches across Canada. 
Indicates how widespread interest 
in modern Canadian painting has be¬ 
come”, is the comment of H O. Me- 
Curray. Dire* tor of the National GaU 
cry of Canada. "We are anxious to 


encourage the bringing of the work 
of Canadian artists before the public 
in this way, and an Institution, such 
as the Hank of Montreal, with public 
offices located In every part of the 
country provides a broad outlet. We 
hope more and mpre business corpor¬ 
ations w III take 'advantage of this 
service.” 

The series of prints no weomprls- 
os some 31 subjects by 27 Canndlau 
Artists and the bank will use pract¬ 
ically al lof them at various points. 

In deciding to use the work of Can- 
adaln artists to brighten up their 
hanking offices the Hank of Montreal 
feel that they could have no sounder 
ally than our own National Gallery. 
Regarding their decision to purchase 
the prints. Gordon 1L Hall, general 
manager of the bank, comments, ‘‘It 
Is. perhaps, another Indication that 
the fine arts are no longer a strange 
bedfellow of business, and that a 
practical and popular approach is not 
Incompatible with the high standard 
undoubtedly set by the National 
Gallery.” 

The prints purchased by the Hank 
of Montreal will, through their hun¬ 
dreds of branches reach the farth¬ 
est corners of Canada. Among those 
already on their way are three w hich 
will await the breakup of winter Ice 
before reaching Dawson.

HISTORY Of RAYMOND 


The Sugar Beet In The News 


by ELIZABETH KING 


BEN STRINGHAM BUILT THE 
GRANDSTANDS FOR 1 STAMPEDE 

On the 12th of March, 1902 I land¬ 
ed in Raymond in a terrible blizzard 
and there being a large company of 
us and no houses we Buffered much 
for it was very cold. Some Bald that 
the weather dropped down to 20, oth 
ers reported It went down to 40 be¬ 
low zero. Many of the people went 
to the meeting house and at night 
the floor was completely covered 
with beds. The Mountiea, learning 
ol the situation brought over from 
Lethbridge, many tents so Raymond 
became a white c ity. 

I, knowing that we were going to 
a ne wcountry. brought along a tent 
which 1 pitched in a lumber yard 
next to the railroad, put clown a few 
boards'for a floor and for five clays 
the snow did not melt more than 2 . 
Inches from the stove. I had my wife , 
and four sinall children. We suffer- ] 
ed much from the cold. My wife nev¬ 
er got over ft. It broke her heart ■ 
and In 1910 I took her back to our , 
old home in Provo. Utah, where she , 
died in 1917. As soon as the storm | 
broke 1 selected a spot and put our 
tent on it ami went to bulldinga 
house* for my lather-in-law Win. Pro- i 
bert I had brought a cousin. Robert 
Ashby with me and we booh bad 
his home completed then started a 
hoqse for myself. From then on I 
built and helped build many build¬ 
ings. 

I planned and built the grandstand 
(which still stands) for the first 
stspipede held in Raymond. I helped 
« n the school house, now the* Japan¬ 
ese Church. Worked on Ray Knights 
home, now Mac* Sleeks home, enlarg¬ 
ed King Rrothers store, planned and 
built the meeting house whic h was 
called the Tabernacle. George Court 
and Charles Strong laid the bricks 
and Orton Rolfson and I did the 
wood work on the Opera House. I 
built many houses in Raymond be¬ 
fore I left and went to Taber to live. 

There were just, eleven buildings 
here when I landed counting barns, 
etc.

ONE OF RAYMONDS FIRST AND 

OLOC8T PIONEERS 

On January 14th, 1918, Mr. Heber 
Cole arrived at the good old age of 
91-t-hale and hearty. 

He was born in England on the 
14th of January, 1857. He came to 
Utah with his parents while yet a 
young man, and at an early age stud 
led house painting, papering, anl dec¬ 
orating and has done his share in 
the pioneering of Utah and Alberta. 

Ho has participated in the decorat¬ 
ing of three Temples, seven churches 
many, many homes and public build¬ 
ings. He painted Raymond's first 
school house for $369.00 and when 
Raymond's first town hall was built 
he with Mr. Mehew did the painting 
and papering for $38.00 

Mr. Cole was over 80 years of age 
before he gave up painting as a voc¬ 
ation. In fact his lingers stiii tingle 
to get hold ol a paint brush and just 
last summer we stood in amazement 
and watched him standing at the top 
ol a ladder painting the gable end oi 
the old house which ued to be the 
home oi Raymond's first bishop, J. 
W. Knight. Mrs. Coles who is 89, 
stood at the foot of Hie long ladder 
anxiously peering up at her husband 
who seemed to be enjoying himsell. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cole landed in Ray¬ 
mond. midnight, March 15, 1902 in a 
blizzard. Mr. Cole claims to have 
threshed the first wheat grown in 
Raymond. He reports be had 10 
acres planted to wheat and received 
400 bushels of grain. 

Mrs. Cole claims the distinction of 
digging up the soil for the first 
flower garden and raising the first 
flowers in Raymond. 

On Mr. Cole’s 90th birthday a party 
held in his honor was sponsored 
by the High Priests Quorum of the 
then Second wurd, of which organiz¬ 
ation Mr. Cole lias long bceu a mem¬ 
ber. Mr. Fred Piepgrass was master 
of ceremonies and most of the num¬ 
bers on the program were rendered 
by Raymond’s pioneers of long ago. 

DAVID MELDRUM Jr.—Foreman 
of the Boiler room, Raymond's 
First Sugar Factory. 

David Meldrum Jr., with his wife 
Mary Ann, emigrated to Canada 
from Provo, Utah, after having been 
called by the President of the L.D. 
S. Church to help settle Alberta. 
They left Provo oil the 17 of May, 
1903 ami arrived in Stirling tho 27 
of tho same mouth. From Stirling 
they cume to Raymond to make their 
home. Immediately Mr. Meldrum 
went to work for the Knight Sugar 
Company, building fences etc. When 
Kteel and machinery began to arrive 
for the new factory, he helped in 
the unloading of it. In tho spring

when work commenced on the fact¬ 
ory Mr. Meldnun helped build it. but 
his main Job was with the Holler 
Maker’s gang under George Htldd 
and Walter liuncoinbe. Mr. Meldrum 
says: "We built all the tanks and 
containers that were used In the 
factory. When the campaign started 
I worked In the Holler room and 
Boon became foreman. I stayed with 
the company until they moved the 
factory away. 

When the town decided to have el¬ 
ectric lights the plant was erected 
in the sugar factory and I was giv¬ 
en the job of operating it and did so 
until the factory was torn down, 
then I bought a small farm, partly 
irrigated and have worked at farm¬ 
ing ever since." 

Mr. Meldrum was care taker in 
the Second Ward church for several 
years, and at one time lie was call¬ 
ed to go east to Ontario on a six 
months mission for his church.. 

Mrs. Meldrum will long be remem¬ 
bered for her loving tender care for 
the sick and home bound. Friends 
and neighbors recall her going from 
place to place doing what sin* could 
to relievo suffering. When the flu ep¬ 


idemic hit Raymond during World 
War 1 she was on the go day and 
night. "A friend in need. Is a friend 
Indeed", was often quoted of her and 
to her. Her mother and grandmother 
were midwives in their day and she 
as a young woman often helped with 
the sick. She was all only child. 

Mr. and Mrs. Meldrum were bless¬ 
ed with eight children—Velma. Enid 
Ruth, Delvnr, Lucille and Vida who 
passed away at the age of 14. Ralph 
and Inu.
